Tambor FGiitasmo is a percussion ensemble based in Buenos Aires, Argentina. Under the liection of Bruno Lo Bianco, 
the ensemble specializes in contemporary chamher music and is committed to the commissioning and staging of new 
percussion works. Among the highlights me the Latin American premiere of Le ivre des Claviers by Phi lippe Manoury 
and music of Mariano Etkia at Tentro Colon, the esteemed opera house of Buenos Aires, la 2016, the ensemble pre¬ 
sented Tempus Ex Machine, a program featuring the work of the lete French composei Gerard Grisey. Later in 2017, 
Tambor Fantasma presented Grisey's conceit-length work Le Noir de l Etoile: for six percussionists, tope and astronomi¬ 
cal signals captured in situ, in the spectacular setting of La Cupula, the rooftop venue of Buenos Aires' Kirchner Cultural 
Center (CCK). Most recently, the ensemble was featured in Teatro Colon's Contemporary music series to perform for 
the program Motalon + Buiiuel, an event that paired the music of Martin Matalon with the surrealist films of Luis 
Buhuel. The ensemble was formed in 2015. 

One of the peculiarities of the ensemble is that of having special guests for each project. Among them include 
Fernando Hnshimoto (Brazil), Frank Kumor (U.S.), Phillip O'Bonion (U S.), Sebastian Pereira (Uruguay), Eric Shuster 
(U.S.) and Roberto Hernandez Sots (Mexico).
